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ONTARIO NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION CONVENTION WOODS: 

The Southern Ontario Chapter (S.O.C.) of CAWMC held, what has become an annual 
meeting, at the recent O.N.A. convention in Guelph, Ontario. The Saturday April 28"" meeting 
had twenty-one CAWMC members in attendance with members from all over Southern Ontario 
and the state of Pennsylvania, U.S.A. represented. 

The meeting was chaired by Norm Belsten, who showed a sample and described briefly 
his current major catalogue project which shows an actual picture of all known Ontario wooden 
nickels. Norm still has considerable work to do on this project before its completion, but of the 
well over 3500 known Ontario woods, he has just under a couple hundred left to picture in the 
catalogue. Some woods may not get pictured initially as even he doesn’t have them in his 
collection. This catalogue, which 1s only Ontario woods, will have over 300 pages when 
complete. 

At this meeting, John Regitko, who is the current editor of the O.N.A’s bulletin called the 
‘Ontario Numismatist’”, presented Norm with a framed certificate for service provided to the 
O.N.A. bulletin and for research, assistance and support to the organization. 

An auction of over thirty lots, interspersed with eight door draw prizes, took up a big part 
of the meeting.

The donated proceeds trom the auction provided the S.O.C. bank account with 
just under $60.00.

Canada Wide Woods offers an issue of one hundred personalized round woods, 1 @ 
inches in diameter, showing the official 2001 Canadian Numismatic Association Convention 
logo. The logo is featured on one side and your name and personal data is shown on the other 
side. 

The official 2001 C.N.A. logo shows the St. Louis Gate, one of four gates that allow 
passage by foot or motor vehicle through the very thick stone wall surrounding Upper Town 
Quebec City. A horse and buggy are in the road in front of the gate. 2001 is above the gate. 
C.N.A. Convention / Congres A.C.N., with a fleur de lis and maple leaf separating the two 
phrases, 1s across the top. Societe Numismatique de Quebec, the host 
club for the 2001 convention, 1s along the bottom. 

The logo was designed by artist-painter Diane Levesque of Le 
Bic, Quebec. Her original drawing is shown with this article. The 
Royal Canadian Mint is making a new drawing with very minor 
changes and it is this drawing that will be used for the personalized 
woods. When it is finished it will be shown. 

The woods are made by the hot stamped process, using bright 
metal foil of the colour of your choice. A different colour may be 
chosen for each side. 

One hundred 1 *% inch woods are available at $65.00 plus 
$5.00 postage plus GST for Canadians and PST for Ontario 
residents. A personal die with your name, address, ‘wooden nickel’ 
or any other data is $20.00 extra and may be used free of charge on 
all future issues of woods. |
